Shipping on 
consignm ent 
is 
the 
cause for the w eakness in hay as it 
continues at this time. Efforts of t a m ­ 
ers to get the crop off the fields be­ 
fore the coming of the rain as well as 
th e fact tnat many agriculturists are 
forced to cash in on their crop im ­ 
m ediately is cause for the heavy ship 
ping. 
There is a little decrease in 
receipts, but not enough 
to 
hring 
about an advance. 
There has been 
rath er a widening of 
m argins 
on 
w heat, hay and barley 
hay 
which 
shows a slight decline. Straw is up 
fractionally. 
The 
alfalfa 
quotation 
ranges from $9 to $12 w ith few grow 
ers getting the latter figure. The only 
bright spot in the hay m arket is a 
sm all demand for export stock. 
It is 
quite possible th at this may grow in­ 
to sufficient size to bring a few ad­ 
vances. On the other hand, if it should 
stop, it will leave the m arket in a 
very demoralized condition. 
On the m arket of 
staples 
there 
w ere but few changes. 
Eggs moved 
downward to 42 cents, continuing the 
very unsteady m arket of the past two 
weeks. In the north the quotation re
